“ We triumphantly entered this city on the 
11th inst. after having tenaciously dieputed the

foes, and grant one another the last favour la 
the presence of others.

_ Mr. Broagham quoted several passages from 
writings ancient and modern, sbewing the uo- 
favourable light in which the characters of the 
lower Italiens had been viewed by the authors. 
It any nation uader heaven were marked out 
specialiy for the purposes of such a conspiracy, 
he said that it was the country of Augustus and 
Borgie. He said, thet in all ages of the world, 
“end in all countries, evidence might be proeur- 
ed smong the lower orders for money. -Bat this 
purchase might be made among the lower claas- 
es of Italy better then in any other part of the 
alvilized world, and this proposition the respect- 
able inhabitants of that-eountry would nat deay, 
He would read to them pact of.« letter pu- 
blished ie, Italy in 1793, by @ person. who was 
nearly. becoming the victim of a eonspiracy by 
testimony of — ‘He would tell 
their lordships that that letter was evidence of 
what Italien testimony was: made of because it 
‘was published before all; Italy, aad addressed 
openiy in the writec’s owa name, to the prime 
finistere of the coantry, with his:eame sttach- 
ed to it; that minister at the time, enjoying tbe 
highest eivil euthority there-—l mean general 
Actoa, * There is nothing to fear for waat of 
swearing there ; the ordinary profits ere from 
tbree to foar dacats, according to the circum- 
atances of those who self, and of the occasions 
af those who buy. If there you want to fabrie 
Geje a will, defame « repatution, or forge a 
head-writing, you have only to cast awey en- 
moure, and to open your purse, for the shores of 
perjary ia this country arp always open.” 
„ He called on their lordships to diemias the 
Ease althogether ; for if they ever intended to 
carry their symbols of digaity ia public, he was

convinced they must dismiss it. The learned 
counsel then asked their lordships’ permission 
to retire for a short time, wbich was granted, 
amidst loud c:ies of “* Hear, hear [°° i 
Mr. Brougham, after being absent for some 
time, returned and resumed his address.

At Na- 
ples he remembered mioutes; be made one di- 
vision between 16 and 18 minates, and geve as 
the direct time 164. At another time there 
were three minutes most accurately sworn to, — 
Three quarters of s minute were given on an- 
other accasion. All these were given in the 
examiaation fa chief; at aoy rate they mast 
have boen deemed essential to the story. They 
were garoishes and convenient sppeudages, 
which were essential to a feasible accusation. 
But when questioned on the part of the defence, 
he did aot known, when they travelled all oight, 
áf they were four er eight hoars riding. He 
hed no watch, he said very * Ho did 
not koow the time—bighly probeble. Bat wby 
know it so well at one time, and be 10 ignoraat 
of it et anuother, when he koew that to have 
spoken distiactly would have bronght out the 
trath and eonvicted him?

fording light in the room : und last end most 
monstrous of all, to make ber deteotion sure,‚she 
stopt and looked at the witness, to see if he 
slept. 
Wiy should the Princess go by a way where she 
mast be detected, in preference to tbe other, in 
which the ahances of detection wereso mach 
fewer ? ,

If theie lordsbips believed the witnesses, the 
ense of adultery was as eleariy made out as over 
was any one that prócured à verdict in West- 
minster Hali, But if they did give a verdict on 
tbe testimony af such witnerses, they would be 
worse then the jacobins of Pacis for mardering 
Marie Antionette. Ifa witness were proved to 
perjare himself in any, tbe most trifiing parti- 
cular, the grere parts of his story were oot en- 
ticled ta credit. If they praceeded on other 
principles, whut safety wauld there be for any 
of womaa-kind against the malice of men ; whet 
chance to esoepe from the toile of perjured con- 
apirators? He asked for the queen no ether 
justice, he desired ne other safety for her than 
she wauld derive onder the circamstences of (he 
case from any court of justice in the land. — 
Here Me, Benughem alluded to the story of the 
rapidity of Bergami’s promotion. If. said he, 
the story of Msjocci and De Mont could be be- 
lieved, he bad been in three weeks promoted to 
the bed of the queen. Bot be had it in proof 
somaotion wes gradaa!; thst during 
the long journey on which they went, he was 
coarier ; that on that journey he was promoted 
from riding on horsebeck to go in his own car- 
riage, hd so on to tbe situation wbich he held 
st the time he quitted the qoeen’s service. Was 
this the conduct of en emerogs, hey, insene wo- 
man, as Lhey would wish to represent her; she 
suffered him to remsin months, nay, years, 
without etersting bim. Bergamiì was not, as 


‚was represented, of low origin, but was a re- 


duced Italian gentleman. He formerly lived at 
gen: Pino’s, was ia his service during the French 
campsiga, and was meeh respected in thet ea- 
pacity. A vacancy haring occurred in the 
queen's establishment, Bergami was proposed 
by and Isalian nobleman for the sitaetioe: He 
applied to the qaeen’s chamberleio, and was en- 
gaged in the service of the queen without bet 
knowledge. But he would not dweil on this 
subject, for, said Mr. Brougham, guilt there js 
none, impeopriety there is none, lsvity there is 
mane, witnesses there ere none. But, even if 
there were, he could stand on better ground, 
he could appesl ta her former ::fe, her former 
eondact, to the time whea she lived amongst 
their lordships, and under the special protec- 
tion of our ever-to-be-lamented and venerab!e 
sovereign. He begged to remind their lord- 
ships of that besutiful passage in the esered 
writing. He elladed to the passage of Susen- 
nah before the elders. “They hardened theic 
hesrts, they washed their eyes, that they might 
not look apon the heavens” But soch ie the 
willof thet divine providence that sees all hesrte, 
that owisg to a slight eontradiction in the testi. 
mony, judgmen; was fororabiy pronounced 
And was this the kind of grof, by which the

Was this the kind of testimony to which a bill, 
anomelous te the laws of the land, an es post 
facto law Was to be —— 

Ata littie before one Mr. Broughem conclad 
ed hie eloquent spemeh in the following words, 
with great animation: — My lords, U pray your 
lordships to pause ! you, my lords, are standing 
on the briok ef « drendfel precipice ; your judg- 
ment will goforth to the world ; if that jadg ment 
is egainst the queen, it may be the last end on- 
Iy jodgment you will ever pronouose! Thet 
— my lorde, will fail in its objeet, and 

t will retarn wich redoubted violence on those 
who. it Save che country, my lords, 
fcom the heeviest calamity of « civil war!! 
Save yourseives, my lesda, from the situation in 
which you ere now standing! Reseoe that 
country ef which you are the ornament, bot in 
which you cen flourish no longer when savered 
from the people, and when the blossom ie eut 
off from the root and stem of tha tree !! Seve 
that country, my lords, chat you may continue 
ta be the ornatment of it! Save the erown frora 
diemons ; and the aristoceacy, which is shaken, 
as is also the altar isself, which never mores can 
stagdsecare ! If your judgment be egaiust the 
queen, it will shake to the-foandatien the kind. 
ved throne! You, my lords, beve wilted, the 
church and erown have willed that the queen 
shall be tid out ef the sovereing service, but sha 
has had 1be prayers of che people ;and my lords, 
1 do pour forth my supplicatiuns at tbe throne 
of mercy, that mercy may be poured down on 
these people in a larger messore than the me- 
rits of the rulers deserve, and I pray my lords, 
that your hearts may tura towerds justice and 
not go therefrom.”” : 

At tbe conclusion of the speech « sirang sen- 
sation appeared to manifest itself ig the House, 
_ At 20 minutes tol o’clock Mr, Williams, one
